PITTSBURGH, April 22 
Wheeling Steel Corporation today 
signed a union contract with the 
Steel Workers Organizing Commit- 


The contract covers all of Wheel- 
ing Steel's plants employing 20,000 
workers. The company is the ninth 
largest steel producer in the coun- 
try. 

It was a busy day for 8.W.O0.C. 
officials. Contracts were also signed 
with the McKeesport Tin Plate 
Company, employing 3,200 workers, 
the Blair Strip Steel Company and 
the Paper Calmenson Company. 

These agreements bring the total 
of union contracts up to 76. 

The union offered the company 
its standard contract, first signed 
by U. S. Steel and expects an an- 
swer within a few days. It is be- 
lieved that the negotiations will be 
successful. 

Further strength for the union in 
J. & L. was reported when George 
Walcroft, chairman of the lodge in 
the Pittsburgh Works Company, an- | 
nounced that two more employe |

TILTS WITH GEOGHAN 

Tammanys prize district attor- 
ney, Francis Xavier Geoghan, lost 
his poise for a moment in the duel. 

He lost it to a cool-headed neu- 
| rologist and psychiatrist of Colum- 
| bia University, Dr. Philip P. Lehr- 
man. who was testifying that the 
paretic defendant was irresponsible 
and unaware of the meaning of his 
| acts. 
| Lehrman spoke simply, but he 
insisted on speaking as a medical 
man. As a medical man he discussed 
his examination of the prisoner; he 
told of the destructive changes in 
brain tissue that paresis brings. He 
didn't let Geoghan's heckling upset 
him. Till at last the irate prosecu- 
tor exploded: 

Im not interested,” shouted 
Geoghan, swinging half way around 
with a sweep of his arm. “I'm not 
interested in medical definitions of 
insanity.” 

But the tall, white-haired pros- 
ecutor took a dip into science him- 
self—and got pretty wet. 


TELLS OF EXAMINATION 


He thought that paranoia and 
monomania were one and the same 
till the doctor corrected him. 

On direct examination Dr. Lehr- 
man had said that the prisoner was 
dull and uninterested, except when 
asked about his sex life. Then Os- 
sido expanded. 

“Are you a psychoanalyist or a 
psychiatrist?” Geoghan asked the 
scientist. 


“Both,” replied Lehrman. 

“Well, isn’t it true that psychoan- 
alyists try to explain everything by 
sex?” the district attorney asked. 

Dr. Lehrman assured him that 
wasn't correct. 

Geoghan more than once begged 
the scientist to forget that he was 
a psychiatrist and put himself in 
the place of a “normal human be- 
ing.” 

GEOGHAN HAS NO ANSWER 

Dr. Lehrman once pointedly re- 
plied that an objective, scientific 
approach was necessary in dis- 
cussing such a person as the paretic 
defendant before them. 

“I always,” said the psychiatrist, 
“guard myself against ordinary hu- 
man prejudices.” 

This irritated the prosecutor, who 
has just one Solution for sex mur- 
ders by paretic barbers: the elec- 
tric chair. 

The district attorney offers no 
suggestion as to how paresis shall 
be abolished. Of how the degenera- | 


tion of syphilitic boys into irre- 


sponsible slayers can be stopped. 
That doesn’t come within the 
scope of old-fashioned criminology. 


But New York parents want more 
effective safeguards for their chil- 
dren than mere old-fashioned 
criminology affords. They want the 
streets made safe, so that danger- 
ous paretics will not lure children 
to their death. 

More and more parents are real- 
izing that the electrocution of a 
few degenerate paretics will not 
make their children safe. Paresis 
must be abolished. 

That means more free venereal 
clinics, where syphilis can be 
nipped at the source. It means in- 
telligent medical treatment of dis- 
eased men in our disgraceful prison 
institutions.

A Warning to Labor 


l ® The Wagner Act has been stuck on the 

f end of a bayonet pointed at the right to or- 
ganize and strike. 

In the name of the law which was passed 

to protect the right of collective bargaining, 

Justice Harry Manser of the Maine Supreme 

Court has issued a sweeping injunction out- 

lawing the strike of 5,000 shoe workers of 

Lewiston and Auburn, Me. 

In the name of that law, Governor Lewis 

O. Barrows has called out the National 

Guard to enforce with bullets and bay- 

onets the court’s illegal edict. 

3 In the name of that law, Police Captain 
Joseph Picard has arrested Powers Hap- 
1 good, New England secretary of the Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization, and sev- 
eral other C. I. O. organizers. 

“T am prepared to order out the entire 
military forces of Maine to preserve con- 
stitutional authority,” said Governor Bar- 
rows. 

The “constitutional authority” that 
Governor Barrows is pledging to preserve 
with blood and violence is the authority of 
the shoe factories of his state to pay an 
average wage of $10 a week without in- 
terference from any bona fide labor organ- 
ization. 

| Ever since the Supreme Court’s decisions 

. upholding the Wagner Act, the Daily Worker 

has warned that the reactionary anti-union 
employers would seek to do with the act 
what they did with the anti-trust laws: per- 
vert it into a weapon against labor. 

Maine—the state which voted for Lan- 
don—is the living proof of the reality of 
that danger. 

As Maine goes, will the nation go too? 

The Big Business interests are deter- 
mined that it shall. The National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers has just issued an- 
other blast demanding that the Wagner Act 
be amended to prevent “coercion” by labor 
unions and protect workers “who do not 
desire to belong to unions.” 

The employers thus declare that they 
refuse to dbide by the law of the land. If 
they can’t change it, they will try to pervert 
it into its direct opposite, as in Maine. 

The Department of Labor and the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board should act at 
once to enforce the Wagner Act as written 
and end the outrageous strikebreaking in 
Maine. 

The grave danger so vividly empha- 
sized by the Maine events points to the 
necessity of immediate joint efforts by the 
CIO, the A. F. of L., Labor’s Non-Partisan 
League and all progressive groups to de- 
feat the drive to nullify the Wagner Act.

„ GUILTY! Sentences of twelve years in 
prison hang over each of the 17 sitdown 
strikers at the Brooklyn Jewish Hospital. 

GUILTY! Under a conviction decreed 
by three judges, in denial of the constitu- 
tional right of trial by jury. 

GUILTY!—Of what? Of “violating” a 
slave act passed in 1881, which makes it a 
crime to engage in any stoppage of work 
that might endanger human life or injure 
property. 

The conspiracy laws that enslaved the 
worker in early America have thus returned. 
There is no strike under the sun which may 
not be twisted to show that it may injure 
property or endanger life. The three judges 
of the Court of Special Sessions of Kings 
County have proclaimed the return of slave 
labor to America—IF this wretched decision 
stands. 

But this conviction cannot be permitted 
to stand. Organized labor in New York 
owes it to itself to see that these sitdown 
strikers are freed. It owes it to itself like- 
wise to make certain without delay that this 
so-called Section 1910 of the Penal Code is 
wiped out of existence. 

Such an alleged “law” makes a hollow 
mockery of the 18th Amendment to the 
Constitution, which erased involuntary ser- 
vitude from American life. 

Who, moreover, is guilty of real crime in 
these hospital cases? It is the hospital man- 
agement, which has exploited the workers to 
a nauseating degree and which has endan- 
gered human life by the inefficiency which 
exists in every New York hospital. 

It is not so long ago that a nurse was 
burned to death in the same borough of 
Brooklyn. Her death was caused solely by 
the hospital’s callous violation of the fire 
laws of the city and state. What did Dis- 
trict Attorney William F. X Geoghan then 
say? He whitewashed the hospital man- 
agement completely of its criminal act. 

When workers seek to cure the horrible 
conditions existing in New York’s hospitals, 
then Geoghan jumps to attention. Then, 
the courts act with dazzling speed—to jail 
the strikers. 

Such class persecution must be stopped. 
And organized labor can stop it.

Farmer in the Face 


The sudden blows which Roosevelt is 
aiming at his promised program of social 
legislation are hitting the American farmers 
hard. And particularly, the millions of semi- 
pauperized tenant farmers. 

It was only two months ago that Secre- 
tary Wallace issued the voluminous report 
on farm conditions in the Southern and West- 
ern states. His report described American 
farm conditions as “worse than anything 
I ever saw among the European peasantry.” 

These past weeks, Wallace has been 
crusading among the farmers for the Roose- 
velt court reform saying that the vitally- 
needed farm program outlined by the ad- 
ministration will not be passed so long as 
the present reactionary judiciary is in con- 
trol of the Supreme Court. 

And now Roosevelt has dropped his farm 
program like a hot iron. Gone are the fair 
schemes for tenant ownership. Gone are 
the schemes to provide crop insurance and 
other social benefits. Gone are the schemes 
for rural rehabilitation. Roosevelt is sur- 
rendering completely to the reactionaries on 
this issue. In the interests of “balancing 
the budget,” all farm reform has been 
dropped. 

Why this sudden panicky retreat before 
the reactionaries? 

Do they expect the farmers to follow 
them in this retreat? 

The court issue and the social legislation 
issue are one and the same issue. The ad- 
ministration cannot fight on one front and 
retreat on another. 

The American farmers’ needs must be 
defended most determinedly on the floor of 
Congress!

The concession to Yugoslavia, in the recent Rome- 
Belgrade treaty, did not strengthen the hand of Hitler 
in these parts, but increased the independence of the 
Little Entente, which, on the whole, is inimical to the 
German schemes in the Balkans. 

Now Mussolini is making a still stronger bid for 
Nazi support, and thereby hangs the future of Austria. 

The general nature of the diplomatic conversations 
points to a forthcoming open declaration of Musso- 
lini’s withdrawal from the military guarantees of Aus- 
tria’s “independence” (as an Italian satellite) and the 
creation of a “Switzerland” status for Austria. But 
this is only a polite way of underwriting Nazi pre- 
eminence in Austrian affairs. In fact, we can go fur- 
ther. It is preparation of the ground for the carry- 
ing out of the anschluss (Nazi Germany's union with 
Austria) so dear to the heart of Hitler. 


Reading through bales of diplomatic documents 
and communiques would not reveal Mussolini’s pur- 
pose as clearly as an inconspicuous paragraph by the 
Italian Fascist Rome correspondent for the New York 
Times, Arnaldo Cortesi, m which he says: 


“Germany has become so powerful that it is 
doubtful whether anyone would take it upon himself 
to stop her from walking into Austria if she were so 
minded.” 

Since Cortesi writes what Italian Fascist officials 
tell him, the conclusion is obvious. Any time Hitler 
decides on the armed invasion of Austria, the Brenner 
Pass will be free from Italian troops.

For these reasons, the Spanish Govern- 
ment speaks the truth when it says that the 
non-intervention “control” constitutes IN- 
TERVENTION on the side of Fascism.
